TOWN councillors in 
Bridport are calling for 
an end to the Liberal De¬ 
mocrat stronghold on the 
mayorship. 

Councillor Keith Day 
believes the Lib Dem ma¬ 
jority on the council al¬ 
lows the party to dictate 
the make-up of the coun¬ 
cil committees, sub-com¬ 
mittees and also puts 
them in a strong position 


when electing the town 
mayor. 

The current council 
consists of 12 Liberal De¬ 
mocrat, four Conserva¬ 
tive and two independent 
members. 

During the last ten years 
there has only been one 
non-Lib Dem mayor de¬ 


spite the post being a pre¬ 
dominately ceremonial 
role without political 
bias. 

Councillor Day hopes 
to put an end to the Lib 
Dem dominated mayor- 
ship this year by nomi¬ 
nating fellow 

Conservative town and 
district councillor Roger 
Stoodley, when the elec¬ 
tion is held later this 
month. 

Councillor Day said: 
“Roger has a long and 
distinguished record in 
public service and I 
would like to see this 
recognised. 

“Electing Roger will 
promote a non-partisan 
approach to this part of 
the local democratic 
process. 


“I believe that this nom¬ 
ination will have the sup¬ 
port of many of the town 
councillors (of all persua¬ 
sions) and feel that there 
will be even greater sup¬ 
port from the people of 
Bridport. 

“I would be pleased to 
receive any expressions 
of support for my pro-

Councillor Stoodley 
added: “My position is 
clear, I would be willing 
to stand for mayor and 
would be proud to be se¬ 
lected. 

“I am a local person, 
born and bred in Brid¬ 
port. I have been very 
happy with the perform¬ 
ance of all the mayors in 
the past eight years and 
would hope to match 
their professionalism” 

Councillor David Tett is 
one of two independent 
members of the council 
and has supported the 
call from Councillor Day. 

He said: “I am aware 
that there may very well 
be a challenge this year 


for the office of town 
mayor. 

“One has to be mindful 
of the fact that the town 
council is not (unlike the 
district council and 
county council) a deci¬ 
sion making body, 
notwithstanding being 
the first tier of local gov¬ 
ernment. 

“Therefore, it is only 
right and proper that the 
process of mayor making 
should be open to all 
members and not limited 
to those of any one polit¬ 
ical party. 

“If there is to be a chal¬ 
lenge, then I would wel¬ 
come it as, indeed, I 
believe the town would. 

“When I was first 
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mayor 


elected to the Town 
Council in 1995, the 
Chamber comprised of a 
three way split, Conser¬ 
vative, Labour and Lib¬ 
eral Democrats, where all 


members were given the 
opportunity of aspiring to 
an office, whether it be 
mayor, deputy mayor or 
chairmen of committees.

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West Bay boyracers problem persists

BOYRACERS have ig¬ 
nored continued pleas to 
curb anti-social behav¬ 
iour in their cars despite 
a fellow enthusiast hav¬ 
ing their vehicle seized. 

Just days after a car was 
impounded by police, ten 
cars were counted either 
parked or driving up and 
down West Bay es¬ 
planade at 11:30pm by a 
councillor on Wednesday, 
March 31st. 

Police used their pow¬ 
ers under Section 59, an 


anti-social driving law, to 
seize the black BMW car 
on Monday, March 29th 
at 11pm. 

The driver, who had 
previously been warned 
by police, will now have 
to pay upward of £150 to 
recover his car. 

PC Sarah Corrin said: 
“This is something we do 
if a person has a previous 
warning for anti-social 


driving. The problem is 
ongoing so patrols are 
currently increased.” 

Residents have wel¬ 
comed the move, which 
they hope will make the 
car “enthusiasts” think 
twice about late night 
driving around Meadow- 
lands.

into boyracers in the area 
and a meeting between 
residents and councillors, 
which saw Oliver Letwin 
MP throw his political 
might behind the prob¬ 
lem. 

A West Bay resident, 
who asked for anonymity 
because they feared retal¬ 
iation, said: “It’s just 
very frustrating that they 
don’t do anything for 
ages then as soon as 
someone like Oliver 
Letwin gets involved 
then they seem to do 
something. 

“But anything they do 
to deter them (boyracers) 
coming down here is a 


positive move to stop the 
problem. 

“There’s no pattern to 
it. Sometimes we can go 
weeks with none then 
other times there is a 
dozen or so cars. 

“I think crushing the 
cars is a bit strong; I just 
want them to stop com¬ 
ing around here and dis¬ 
turbing me. I just want a 
quiet life.” 

Town councillor Keith 
Day said the increased 
police activity was a re¬ 
sult of the View From’s 
coverage of Oliver 
Letwin’s intervention 
into the ongoing problem 
at Meadowlands. 


He said: “The problem 
is still not totally solved, 
just moved. When a car 
is confiscated, it causes 
considerable problems - 
in time and cost - to the 
drivers. 

“This may be the right 
way forward and may 
serve to be the way to get 
the message to them - 
they are not welcome 
here unless they behave 
responsibily. I hope the 
police can maintain this 
level of surveillance.” 

It is believed that cars 
come down from afar as 
Honiton, east Devon, 
Crewkerne, Somerset 
and Weymouth.

“At our packaging roadshows 
we’ve been highlighting the excel¬ 
lent yet subtle changes happening 
to significantly reduce the packag¬ 
ing of well known products. 

“Easter eggs are a great example 
of this - Cadbury, Mars and Nestle 
have all reduced their Easter egg 
packaging by more than 25 per 
cent and Cadbury has even intro¬ 
duced packaging free ‘Eco Eggs.’ 

“Not only have they minimised 
the weight of packaging, the con¬ 
fectionary sector has significantly 


increased its use of recycled mate¬ 
rial in packaging, avoiding the 
need to use virgin materials, and 
included useful advice on how to 
recycle it.”

NHS Dorset registered with 
Care Quality Commission 

FROM last Thursday (April 1st), all NHS trusts in England are required 
by law to be registered with the Care Quality Commission, the independ¬ 
ent regulator of health and social care. 

To be registered, trusts must demonstrate they meet the necessary stan¬ 
dards of quality and patient safety. Where these standards have not been 
met, registration is conditional on improvements being made. 

NHS Dorset has gained registration with no conditions. 

Under the new system, trusts will be judged on the outcomes and expe¬ 
riences of patients, not just whether there are systems and processes in 
place. 

After registration they will be continuously monitored as to whether 
they meet the given standards. If these are not met, the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission will work with commissioners and others using new enforcement 
powers if necessary. 

Chair of NHS Dorset Jacqueline Swift said: “Gaining registration with¬ 
out conditions is great news for the trust, however we must not be com¬ 
placent and are continually looking at how we can improve services 
across the county.”

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Hackers target village web site 


Turkish nationalists invade Puncknowle’s home page 


INTERNATIONAL hackers pro¬ 
moting Turkish nationalism have 
left residents in a sleepy West 
Dorset village bemused after hi¬ 
jacking their web site. 

Residents of Puncknowle were 
surprised to find their web site, 
www.puncknowle.net, which 
showcases the village to potential 
tourists, was taken over by a group 
calling themselves the “1923 Turk- 
Grup”. 

A holding page has since been in¬ 
stalled after the View From told 
the village’s newly formed Punc¬ 
knowle and Swyre Web Develop¬ 
ment Group of the breach in 
security.

The web site, which costs £25 
every two years in rental for the 
domain name, is accessible three 
different ways, with the parishes of 
Swyre and West Bexington also af¬ 
fected. 

Chair of Puncknowle Parish 
Council and member of the web 
group Tony Edwards said: “I’m 
both pleased and grateful the View 
From has told us about this be¬ 
cause someone has hacked into our 
server, which covers several com¬ 
munity web sites. 

“It’s appalling that the web site 
can be hijacked in this manner 


without any clear idea who has 
done it. It will be investigated how 
this could have occurred. I’ve not 
seen this before. 

“It has a very negative conse¬ 
quence for the social and leisure 
industry of this area. It’s hard to 
gauge the impact it would have on 
tourism. It must have some affect 
but the scale I wouldn’t know.” 

A spokesman for Dorset Police 
said because the substituted mate¬ 
rial was not especially offensive, 
nor could the hacker make any fi¬ 
nancial gain, they were not be in a 
position to investigate unless fur¬ 
ther evidence came to light.

Mr Edwards had last inspected 
the web site in the middle of March 
just before a meeting of the Punc¬ 
knowle and Swyre Web Develop¬ 
ment Group, which met on 
February 16th to discuss plans for 
the site. 

The hijacked site featured the re¬ 
frain: “We are unbearing our Dar- 
danelle Martyres in its 95. 
Anniversary.” A link then took you 
onto www.1923turk.com 

E-mails have been circulated to 
the villagers explaining the web 
site will be offline for a short until 
a way to increase security and im¬ 
prove user-friendliness of the site 
has been found. 

Mr Edwards said: “The reason 
for this is that the security of our 
domains has been breached by a 
hacker who replaced our commu¬ 
nity information with a single page 
promoting a ‘cause.’ 

“It is useless to speculate who 
might have executed this ‘vandal¬ 
ism’ - whether someone with a 
grievance targeting this commu¬ 
nity specifically or some smartie 
looking to ruin others’ informa¬ 
tion.”

Mrs O’Doud said: “I 
did an ‘Incredible Years’ 
course in Weymouth and 
found there was no sup¬ 
port groups in Bridport, 
so with help from Jo 
Walkey and from the 
Children’s Centre we set 
the group up. 

“I’ve been over¬ 
whelmed at the amount 
of referrals that we got 
each week. Children are 
always being diagnosed. 

“We’ve our regular 
members and new mem¬ 
bers come along each 
week as well. 

“Our next thing is to try 
and get support for par¬ 
ents who cannot get to 
meetings and perhaps 
some respite for parents 
so they can have a 
break.” 

Members and well- 
wishers, including MP 
Oliver Letwin, met at the 
Old Masonic Hall for a 
disco to celebrate their 
first birthday. 


The group has survived 
the first year with help 
from local organisations 
including £454 from 
Waitrose and £200 from 
the Friends of Holy Trin¬ 
ity Church, Bradpole.

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Campaigners lose fight to keep magistrates court open 


BRIDPORT’S Grade II 
listed magistrates court 
building could be left to 
deteriorate after the town 
lost its ten year battle to 
save it last month. 

The Ministry of Justice 


admit they have no im¬ 
mediate plans for the 
building since confirm¬ 
ing its closure to save 
around £34,000 a year 
and ensure a better value 
for money service. 


The town council had 
been fighting to retain 
the building, described as 
a “plank of our heritage,” 
after first challenging 
Dorset County Council 
in 2000. 

Victims and witnesses 
of crime now face a two 
hour and 30 minute, 40 
mile round trip to Wey¬ 
mouth Magistrates’ 
Court by public bus or an 
hour and a half car jour¬ 
ney. 

The reasons given for 
the closure include a lack 
of custody accommoda¬ 
tion and ability to deal 
with custody cases, and a 
lack of use - no cases 
have been listed there 
since 2008. 


District and town coun¬ 
cillor David Tett said: “I 
am saddened by yet a 
further plank of our her¬ 
itage being taken from 
under our feet by the clo¬ 
sure of the Magistrates 
Court. 

“As much as we wel¬ 
come the MP Oliver 
Letwin’s recent input, it 
was the town council 
who took up the chal¬ 
lenge in 2000 to save the 
court. 

“The general reaction is 
we very much regret the 
decision that is being 
taken and I don’t think it 
is in the best interest of 
the people of Bridport. 

“It’s a retrograde step in 
time. We were very much 


looking to return our 
court. 

“We saw a wonderful 
opportunity to keep that 
in the plans for the town, 
but I’m afraid it’s now 
done and dusted. 

“It’s a bad decision not 
only for Bridport but 
Lyme Regis and all the 
villages and parishes that 
used to come to the 
court, but now have to 
travel to Weymouth.” 

Bridport Town Council 
expressed its “strong dis¬ 
appointment” at the clo¬ 
sure when it was first 
proposed during a con¬ 
sultation in October 
2009. 

Justice Secretary Jack 
Straw said they had 
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made the cuts to signifi¬ 
cantly improve facilities 
for court users and they 
would not have a signifi¬ 
cant adverse impact on 
the provision of local jus¬ 
tice. 

“Many of the courts 


that are closing do not 
have suitable facilities 
for victims and wit¬ 
nesses,” he said. 

“I do not believe it 
would provide good 
value for money to bring 
these buildings up to the 


required standard at the 
taxpayers’ expense.” 

The town was one of 20 
deficient magistrates 
courts closed around the 
country, with Sherborne 
and Wareham also bear¬ 
ing the brunt of the cuts.

Local residents welcome Highway Agency 
input into town's waste transfer station 


THE St Andrews Road 
and District Residents 
Association has wel¬ 
comed the involvement 
of the Highways Agency 
in the recent review of 
sites for the town’s waste 
transfer station. 

The involvement of the 
Highways Agency saw 
Dorset County Council 
reconsider sites at Miles 
Cross and Broomhills 
Farm on the A35 and 
they will now be taken 
forward for further pub¬ 
lic consultation. 

Vice chair of the resi¬ 
dents association Paul 
Lashmar said: “We wel¬ 
come the Highways 
Agency’s positive contri¬ 
bution to the waste site 
debate. 

“Now they have finally 
agreed to be involved 
some progress has been 
made. They now accept 
that local traffic uses 
their roads. This is a 
major step forward. We 
note that their results 
closely follow our own 
research.” 

The six sites now left in 
for the Stage Two review 


are: 

• Miles Cross 1, on the 
south side of the 
A35/B3162 junction; 

• Broomhills Farm, off 
the A3 5; 

• Gore Cross, north of 
Watford Lane, on the 
northern edge of Brid- 
port; 

• Green Lane Nursery, 
on the so-called Walditch 
Plain; 

• Miles Cross 2, on the 
north side of the A35, be¬ 
tween it and the B3162; 

• Watton Farm, near 
A3 5 Eype rest area. 

The Highways Agency 
received public criticism 
from West Dorset MP 
Oliver Letwin due to 
their lack of involve¬ 
ment, following meet¬ 
ings with the residents 
association. 

In an adjournment de¬ 
bate, he told the House of 
Commons: “When a 
study was done, not by 
the Highways Agency, 
but by the local residents 
using Google Earth, an¬ 
other device unknown to 
the Highways Agency, 


and a population gravity 
study, unknown to the 
Highways Agency, it 
transpired that in all 
probability putting the 
waste transfer site at the 
end of St Andrew’s 
Road, where people do 
not want it, will impose 
more strain on the round¬ 
about which is the single 
most strained element of 
the A35 in my con¬ 
stituency, than if it were 
put on the main road—a 
fact unknown to the 
Highways Agency be¬ 
cause it had never done 
the work.” 

Despite the move for¬ 
ward the residents asso¬ 
ciation are still 
concerned with the inclu¬ 
sion of the Gore Cross 
site. 

“While we are disap¬ 
pointed that Gore Cross 
is still in the shortlist, as 
it would bring heavy traf¬ 
fic through a traffic 
blighted residential area, 
past schools and on a 
major safe route to 
schools; at least we have 
moved away from the 
years where Dorset 


County Council seemed 
determined to site the 
WTS at Gore Cross, re¬ 
gardless of hard evidence 
of the unsuitability of the 
site. 

“Our research shows 
that a site on the A35 
would make much more 
sense.” 

The study showed that 
sites off Greens / East 
Road roundabout pro¬ 
duce the most impact on 
the traffic. Sites west of 
the Crown roundabout 
produce the least impact 
on the network. It is not 
simply the A3 5 for which 
this is true. It is also true 
for the side roads. 

“Let the debate, as to 
which site best serves 
Bridport; now go for¬ 
ward on a sound factual 
basis, rather than on 
opinions. It is high time 
that planning gain and 
planning loss were con¬ 
sidered as well” said the 
association’s spokesman. 

The final decision on 
the site of the new Waste 
Transfer Station will 
come later in the year.

“It will help to increase 
the profile of the sport, 
our top class athletes and 
bring new visitors to 
Dorset - competitors,

coaches, spectators and 
supporters who will be 
assured of a very warm 
welcome.

MONTHS of speculation were 
ended yesterday with confirma¬ 
tion by Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown that the general election 
will take place on Thursday, May 
6 th. 

Incumbent West Dorset MP 
Oliver Letwin has a tough fight 
on his hands, with his seat being 
one of the Liberal Democrats' 
main targets. Conservative 
Letwin has a majority of 2,461 
but Lib Dem Sue Farrant only 
needs a swing of 2.3 per cent to 
take the seat. 

The West Dorset candidates 


announced so far are Steve Bick 
(Labour), Oliver Letwin (Conser¬ 
vative), Oliver Chisholm (UKIP), 
Sue Farrant (Liberal Democrat) 
and Susan Greene (Green Party). 

It's bound to be a keenly 
fought battle with West Dorset 
having the highest turnout of 
any UK constituency with 76.3 
per cent at the last election. 

As part of the run up to the big 
day, the five local candidates will 
be in Lyme Regis at an event or¬ 
ganised by Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional on April 13th. 

Guy Ottewell from Lyme Regis' 


Amnesty International group 
said:"This is an unusual opportu¬ 
nity to meet all these candidates 
at one place and at an important 
time in national and world his¬ 
tory."

1. Copy decorators, who often move their 
furniture around on a temporary or sea¬ 
sonal basis, or just because they feel like it, 
says Caroline. 

“They like to see how things look in a new 
light, perhaps moving a sofa or chairs to a 
different position. They try things out and 
assess the results with a cool, dispassion¬ 
ate eye. Moving one large piece will alter 
the way that everything else in the room 
looks. At the very worst it will show you 
what you can’t do, and at the best it will give 
the room a whole new effect, as well as a 
completely different perspective.” 

2. Add new cushions or lampshades, or 
move existing ones to different rooms to re¬ 
juvenate your home. 

“This is another decorator’s tip,” says Car¬ 
oline. “It’s done for the same reason that it’s 
all too easy to get used to seeing things so 
that they almost become invisible through 
familiarity. Pile up cushions in one area and 
then try them out on different seats, in new 
areas, or consider having lighter cushion 
covers for summer months to ring the 
changes. 

3. Ring the changes in the kitchen. If you 
normally have only table mats, use table¬ 
cloths. 

“Tablecloths are comfortable, cosy, and 
when they dress a table they suggest deli¬ 
cious meals soon to be eaten,” says Caro¬ 
line. 

So get out the china kept in cupboards for 
special occasions, and use it more fre¬ 
quently. Or, if you don’t want to risk special 
pieces getting damaged, put up shelves 
and display it. 

4. Bring new life to the bedroom, says 
Caroline, by bringing out your collection of

bedspreads and bed linen and trying differ¬ 
ent combinations. Discard (or recycle) sets 
rarely used, and consider taking advantage 
of sales and investing in a couple of new 
bed linen sets a year, she says. 

Old quilts can be used to make bedroom 
cushions, window seat cushions or for ot¬ 
toman and stool tops, as the extra padding 
adds to the comfort of the seat. You can 
also try folding old curtains or smaller quilts 
and using them on the back of sofas or on 
the end of a bed.

“Nothing sharpens the mind so much as 
seeing what other people want, and how 
much they might be prepared to pay for it,” 
says Caroline.

Flower Power for your property 


B right splashes of colour and floral patterns will cheer up 
rooms even if Spring’s sunshine is a little slow in arriving. 
So banish winter blues with a bouquet of home effects. 
Spring’s certainly struggling to show it’s face outdoors but inside 
it’s a blooming different story. 

Flowers in all shapes and sizes, from wild, exotic blooms to 
delicate buds, are blossoming on homeware, whether on wall¬ 
papers and fabrics or china and cushions. Designers seem to 
have taken the countryside to their hearts, as florals have also 
found favour on the fashion catwalks. Papering a wall in a print 
evoking a flower-strewn meadow or picking a ‘posy’ of petal- 
scattered accessories could be just the tonic to banish winter 
blues and refresh tired rooms. 

“Our love for nature never seems to wane,” says Mockie Har¬ 
rison, design manager for Home at John Lewis. “Our home col¬ 
lection this year is driven by all things natural and organic. 
Florals is one of the key stories, and we’ve used elements of it 
across all areas - from fabrics to wallpaper.” 

In general, on the high street there’s a choice between pat¬ 
terns using digital technology which appear so real you can al¬ 
most ‘smell the roses’ and others which merely use flowers as 
a starting block to create imaginative botanical designs from tra¬ 
ditional to contemporary. 

“Floral fabrics with chintzy colours and ruffled edges were 
popular in the Eighties - think Laura Ashley as well as Sander¬ 
son’s wallpapers - but fell out of favour in the minimalist 
Nineties,” explains Kate Mooney, managing director of interiors 
company, Occa-Home. “But they’ve recently enjoyed a revival 
partly triggered by the introduction of digital printing techniques 
favoured by many young designers. The new take on florals has 
blooms scaled up in size, rather than tiny, fussy prints, but more 
muted colourways using only two or at the most three shades.” 

If you follow the trend, be aware that just as an overwhelming 
profusion of real blooms can trigger allergies in the sensitive, 
decor flower power should similarly be handled with discretion 
especially if a desire for colour and pattern is only slowly grow¬ 
ing on you! 

“Busy, brightly coloured floral patterns can overwhelm espe¬ 
cially in small spaces,” says Mooney. “Generally florals work 
best used as an accent for a room, while floral wallpapers work 
well on one key wall, complemented by accessories such as 
cushions that continue the theme.” 

So celebrate Spring and gather a beautiful bouquet of home- 
wares that will bring your home out of hibernation! 

Welcome in the new season by bringing walls alive with floral 
papers and fabrics. 

“Florals are incredibly versatile and can be used to great ef¬ 
fect. I would suggest combining a beautiful large scale floral with 
geometric and striped fabrics for a dynamic graphic edge,” says 
designer, Tricia Guild, director and founder of Designers Guild. 
‘To maintain a balance with the colour, I’d keep floors and ceil¬ 
ings neutral and use masses of white and highlights of charcoal, 
such as a black and white silk.” 

She favours shades such as rose pink, lilac and dove grey, 
and for a softer feel, advises combining a floral design with a 
mass of sumptuous textures in a room, such as a sofa uphol¬ 
stered in a washed figured velvet. 

Best of the bunch: John Lewis’s easy-on-the eye, Rosa Eau 
de Nil paper, £20 a roll, fabric, £25 a roll. House Couturier’s 
Flora & Fauna collection is a horticultural delight with wisteria, 
magnolia, fir and clematis designs. Graham & Brown’s country- 
cottage style Spirit Collection wallpaper with blowsy blooms, or 
a pared-down Essence range with stylised blooms. Papers £30 
a roll. 

Gardens are still bereft of blooms, and for the first time in 41 
years, Britain’s biggest daffodil festival, near Cambridge, (Sat¬ 



urday/Sunday March 20/21), so far can’t boast a single golden 
flower. 

Don’t despair, use floral fabrics to conjure blooms inside. 
“More people are using window treatments as a way to intro¬ 
duce colours and pattern to a living space, with florals enjoying 
a huge revival,” says David Adeane (cor) co-founder of The Nat¬ 
ural Curtain Company, whose fabrics start from £7 a square 
metre. Alternatively, blinds scattered with flowers are a clever 
way to conceal a bleak outlook. 

Best of the bunch: Apollo Blinds has a vibrant red and green 
leaf design, Pampas. Blinds start at £93.94 for a 600x600mm 
size. A lifelike ‘single red tulip on a black’ is one of the dramatic 
blind designs in the Flowers, Plants and Trees collection at the 
Creatively Different Roller Blinds company. Blind, sized 120cm 
x 120cm, £240.88, including delivery. The company uses im¬ 
ages for designer blinds from photographers, artists and li¬ 
braries. 

Just as a flower arrangement brings a room to life, so can fur¬ 
niture if it’s upholstered in a floral fabric. 

“The word floral often puts people off, but you don’t have to 
furnish a room in a dated style your granny would be proud of,” 
says Claire Hornby, creative stylist at Barker & Stonehouse. 
“The best thing about florals is that they can be kitsch and cute, 
or wild and dramatic depending on your taste. So instead of opt¬ 
ing for predictable pastel shades why not consider bright fuscia 
pinks, or vivid, lime greens contrasting with brilliant white. 
There’s scope to create a floral paradise which is chic and mod¬ 
ern.” She advises mixing patterns and colours. “Team a sofa in 
a zingy colour with a vivid patterned chair or two,” she says. “Or 
create your own floral piece. Paint a cupboard in a punchy 
colour and then use a spray mount to attach sections of floral 
wallpaper to drawer fronts or panels.” 

Best of the bunch: A Yanna two seater sofa, upholstered in 
red and purple floral velvet, £990, from Sofa.com. Barker & 
Stonehouse’s Verity chair, upholstered in cerise floral patterned 
velvet, £815. 

Gardeners recognise that this hobby can become an obses¬ 
sion, and once you’ve caught the enthusiasm for home florals 
they’re likely to spread throughout the house. Flowers are even 
popping up on kitchen units at Magnet. Its product and market¬ 
ing director, Anjur Ahmed says: “For 2010, art will meet kitchen 
design. Floral designs are a hot trend and new technology is al¬ 
lowing patterns and textured designs to appear on kitchen units 
and worktops. While not for the faint hearted, bold, bright florals 
can add creative flair and personality to a kitchen.” 

Fresh, feminine florals are chic for boudoirs, and Laura Ashley 
and House of Fraser have excellent ranges.

Tea and history anyone? 


T he Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme Regis on the 
11th June 1685 to challenge King James'claim to the 
throne, following the death of Charles II. He assem¬ 
bled an army in excess of 3000 men and marched to 
Sedgemoor in Somerset. 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than a month. 
Around 1300 were taken prisoner. Five Judges came to 
Dorchester with the infamous Judge Jeffreys, whose repu¬ 
tation was that of the'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685,312 cases were heard in the 
Oakroom at the rear of the Antelope Hotel; of ‘ * 
these 292 were sentenced to death. Only 74 were . 
executed, with 175 transported, 9 were fined or ] 
whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion - \ 
was later made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange 
landed in Torbay, Jeffreys was captures and im¬ 
prisoned in the Tower of London. He died in 
1689 while awaiting trial, probably of natural 
causes. Rumours at the time said he has been poi¬ 
soned while in the Tower and that his body had 
been returned to Dorchester and walled up in the 
Courtroom - now the Oakroom.

the festival season 


WELL the clocks have gone forward and, although you might not think it, 
spring is here. That means it's time to make sure you've got your tickets 
sorted for this summer's hottest festivals. And this year music lovers are 
spoilt for choice. 

There are literally hundreds of festivals - large and small - taking place 
across the country this summer. If I mentioned them all we'd be here until 
the autumn, so, instead, over the next few weeks I'll be focusing on those 
giant festivals; you know, the ones that are so hyped they can never live 
up to your expectations and sell out within about two minutes of the tick¬ 
ets going on sale. Nearer the time there'll be a column on those festivals 
a little more personal, less corporate and closer to home. 

The first of those monster festivals is strictly for the music fan who likes 
to ROCK. The Download Festival (June 11 th-13th) is now in its eighth 
year and with a capacity of 111,000 is the second largest festival in the UK. 
This year's line-up at Donington Park is headlined by AC/DC, Rage Against 
The Machine and Aerosmith. 

Weekend tickets with camping are £170 (without camping £140) and 
day tickets are £75 each. 

If you're not so much of a metalhead, the Isle of Wight Festival takes 
place the same weekend. This is the ninth event since this legendary fes¬ 
tival was revived in 2002, and weekend tickets (with camping) are £150. 

There’s something for everyone amongst the headliners with hip-hop 
megastar Jay-Z topping the bill on Friday, fellow New Yorkers The Strokes 
on the Saturday and - making sure the festival stays in touch with its Sixties 
roots - Paul McCartney on the Sunday. 

The daddy of all festivals - Glastonbury - takes place from June 25th- 
27th. This year U2 break off from their US tour to make their Pilton debut 
on the Friday night, old favourites Muse play the Pyramid Stage on Satur¬ 
day, whilst the fantastic Stevie Wonder makes his first Somerset appear¬ 
ance on Sunday night. 

If you haven't got your tickets yet, you still have a chance of getting your 
hands on some... as long as you pre-registered on the Glasto web site by 
the end of March. 

This Sunday (April 11 th) there's a re-sale of cancelled tickets (that’s tickets 
people paid a deposit on but failed to pay off the balance by the deadline) 
taking place at 9am at www.seetickets.com/g20WThe numbers are limited 
and the remaining tickets are expected to sell out quickly. 

The same weekend as Glasto, there's a festival of sorts (well, it can't be a 
proper music festival with no camping, can it?!) in one of London's royal 
parks - Hyde Park Calling. This two-stage event is headlined by Pearl Jam 
on the Friday (£47.50), Stevie Wonder on the Saturday (£50) and Paul Mc¬ 
Cartney on Sunday (£62.50). Three-day tickets aren't available, but you 
can get yourself a Stevie Wonder / Macca combo ticket for £100. 

Like the Isle of Wight, Hyde Park has revived its Sixties reputation as 
being one of the places for outdoor live music events during the summer 
months. The week after Hard Rock Calling, the park hosts another festival 
(again, no camping) aimed at the younger market. 

Pink headlines the first night of the Wireless Festival on Friday, July 2nd, 
with LCD Soundsystem on the Saturday (July 3rd) and Jay-Z on the Sun¬ 
day (July 4th). Day tickets are £47.50 and weekend tickets £110. 

But I’m planning on spending that weekend at the Hop Farm Festival 
down in Kent. Only a one-day event, the festival still offers camping on 
the Friday and Saturday night. This year the festival is headlined by Bob 
Dylan, with other acts on the bill including The Kinks'Ray Davies and the 
infamous Pete Doherty. The event is proud not to incorporate any spon¬ 
sorship or branding, and is the closest you’ll get to the spirit of the festivals 
of yesteryear. 

Next week we'll be previewing yet more festivals coming up over the 
summer months, including V Festival, Scotland's T in the Park, the Isle 
of Wight's Bestival and Reading.

Their latest show Spirit of the Drum fea¬ 
tures new players and repertoire and com¬ 
bines graceful moves and melodies with 
power, vigour and unstoppable joy.

Edward knew that Eleanor loved him but he did¬ 
n't love her in return in quite the same way.

Edward wrote 
beautiful verses about both of the ladies in his 
life. This is one he wrote about Eleanor.

ture from Jacobean to late Victorian. 

The formal gardens were built in 1891 by Alfred 
Cart de Lafontaine, and Francis Inigo Thomas de¬ 
signed four Ham stone courts in the Elizabethan 
style. 

The Great Court was orignally intended to be a 
rose garden but after 100 years has evolved into a 
unique topiary spectacle. Twelve giant pyramids 
stand over 30 feet high. The compartments of the 
garden form a labyrinth of rooms each with their 
own theme and character. Water forms the recurring 
feature with fountains, pools and the River Piddle.

FOOTBALL legend Jimmy Greaves wowed 
an audience of almost 200 last week in the 
latest of Dorchester Town Football Club's 
Sportsman's Dinners. 

Greaves, considered by many to be the 
world's greatest ever goal scorer had his 
audience in stitches with an after dinner 
speech which contained many anecdotal 
references. 

The former Chelsea and England ace 
that has the distinction of having scored 
on his debut for every team he played, in¬ 
cluding England at full and U23 level, rem¬ 
inisced about his early playing days and 
the great teams and footballers that he 
played against in the late 1950's and 
throughout the 1960's. 

Greaves visited Dorchester's old Avenue 
ground (on the site of Tesco's) in the 1970's 
with Chelmsford City when they were in 
the Southern League and is still a great fol¬ 
lower of non-League football. 

"My son (Danny) is manager of Witham 
Town so I usually go there on a Saturday 
and watch them. 

"I think non-League football is a good 
standard and you see some great games 
of football - I quite enjoy it. 

"My granddaughter is getting married to 
Ollie Berquez, whose is the captain of 
Chelmsford, and he's a very good player, 
so the standard is high." 

Commenting on the wages paid to Pre¬ 
miership players nowadays, Greaves 
quipped: "Well, I'd like to be playing now. 
Seriously I don't have any thoughts on the 
players that are earning it, good luck to 
them, that's the situation with the game 
at the moment. 

"In my days we did break through the 
minimum wage of £20 a week, but it only 
went up to £100 a week. It's only since the 
Premiership started that wages have esca¬ 
lated so much; good luck to them, I wish I 
was part of it!" 

Greaves who was left out of Sir Alf Ram¬ 
say's 1966 World Cup Final winning team 
having been injured earlier in the tourna¬ 
ment, was not over enthused about this 
year's tournament in South Africa when 
asked if he was looking forward to it. 

"Not particularly. I'm a big fan of a lot of 
sports, especially rugby and cricket. When 
the World Cup starts; fair enough. I've got 
a few jobs to do, but looking forward to it? 

"It's coming and that's it. It's like the 2012 


Olympics, it'll be here but nobody will be 
able to get there." 

Third in the England goal scoring list 
with 44 goals in 57 games, although his 
goals per game ratio is vastly superior, he 
scored 357 Football League goals in just 
516 games, an all-time record for the top 
flight. 

Despite his incredible skills and scoring 
ability, Greaves rarely thought about them 
as he went on to become one of the great¬ 
est goal scorers of all time. 

On his ability he said: "I never gave it a 
thought, no." 

"I used to think of the responsibility I had 
to my team mates, to the club and the 
fans, 

It was my job on the field to score goals. 
It wasn't my job to go on 10 mile runs dur¬ 
ing training, it was my responsibility to 
score goals and that was it. I became quite 
responsible as I recognised the pressures 
associated with it. I developed such a rep¬ 
utation as a goalscorer that playing a re¬ 
ally good game was not good enough, I 
had to score." 

The evening included a three-course 
dinner and a very entertaining act by co¬ 
median Aaron James. 

Greavsie as he is affectionately known 
was welcomed by Dorchester Town Chair¬ 
man Shaun Hearn who said: "It's been a 
great night. This is the third such event 
we've put on since I've been back at the 
club and it's great to see people come out 
and support it and I've not heard a nega¬ 
tive comment all night. 

"Every penny raised will go back into the 
club and it's going to assist the level of 
football we are playing at. We've got a 
great facility here in the Prince's Marquee 
and we need to use it. 

"It's not all about making money, it's also 
about involving people, and so on St 
George's night we've got Nobby Stiles 
here. With the price at £15 a ticket I'm sure 
we will get a good crowd here." 

Reflecting on his return to the club and 
the interest generated by a local business¬ 
man taking the reins Hearn said: "I can't 
say enough good words about the sup¬ 
port I have had personally. I hope people's 
expectations aren't too high. I'm not 
promising anything but we will give it our 
best shot, and if everything keeps going 
as it is then we will be fine."

Angels give young 
girls opportunity 

A CHANCE meeting of two old friends has seen the forma¬ 
tion of a new football club strictly for girls. 

Southside Angels Girls Football Club was formed on New 
Year's Day by Marc Day and Mark Allen to encourage girls 
in the Weymouth, Portland and Dorchester areas to give 
football a try in a fun and friendly environment. 

After meeting last year, the two got talking about girl's 
football and the lack of opportunities for them to get into 
football in the area. 

They were concerned that there were a lot of girls around 
who wanted to play football but were put off by having to 
join in with the boys, and therefore just lose interest. 

So last July they sat down and following a lot of research 
approached Sport England. They received a positive re¬ 
sponse and a grant to enable them to set up the club and 
to support them through its first year including buying 
training equipment and hire of indoor training facilities. 

The club advertised the sessions specifically targeting 
girls in school years 3,4, 5 and 6, around all the schools in 
the area and on the first night eight girls turned up. This 
soon doubled and now the club will be able to enter team's 
in the under 11 's and under 12's next season. They have 
now been asked to run a team in an older age group 
(Under 16's), and are currently recruiting another coach or 
two to help with training and team management. 

However, not content just to start a girl's only club the 
Angels are also encouraging female volunteers and young¬ 
sters to get involved in coaching the girls. So far they have 
four volunteers who come to training regularly and who 
will be working towards their level one coaching certifi¬ 
cates during the next few months or when they are old 
enough. By getting younger ladies involved the Angels 
hope to make the club a fun, friendly place with a safe en¬ 
vironment for the girls to play their football, and a club that 
the local community can all be proud of. 

The club have also contacted local schools to offer foot¬ 
ball "taster"sessions free of charge, so girls can try football 
in familiar surroundings before attending the clubs own 
training sessions should they want to. 

It has been a steep learning curve for the club but with 
support and advice from Clare Nichols, the Dorset FA 
Women's Development Officer they have everything in 
place to make the club a great success. They are already 
well on the way to attaining Chartered Standard status and 
should be accredited by the start of next season.
